FOREST FIRES—A NATIONAL 
MENACE, 


(Commission of Conservation Press 
Service.) 

During the past summer forest fires 

have been devouring the growth of 


centuries with ruthless rapacity. Nor- 
thern Ontario, Manitoba and British 
Columbia have suffered most. Fine 


tracts of merchantable timber worth 
millions of dollars have been destroy- 
ed, square mile upon square mile of 


young growth coming on to supply 
the demands of the future has been 
wiped out of existence. In Northern 
Ontario, where but a thin layer of 


vegetable mould covers the rocks, the 
soft, oozy forest floor, the only hope 
of vegetation and equable stream flow 
has completely destroyed, leay- 
ing a cheerless rocky waste for gen- 
erations to come. Even if no 
thought be given to the number of 
lives lost, it must admitted that 
the toss occasioned this year by for- 
fires has been nothing ehort of 
ippalling. 

Can nothing be done, then to pre- 
vent this loss? The answer is that 
much can be done. The solution of 
the problem is indicated in two words 
“public sentiment, The two principal 
causes of forest fires are campers and 
railways, and public opinion must be 
brought to bear upon these. The tour- 
ist-camper does not at all realize the 
extent of the damage which his un- 
extinguished camp fire may uc». Laws 
against leaving camp fires burning are 
already on the statute books, but it 
is quite evident that their observance 
rests mainly with the tourist himself.

Professor Brock With Earl Grey’s 
Party States There are no 
Difficulties 


Bulletin Special, 

Ottawa, Sept. 13—The Secretary of 
State received today from Professor 
R. W. Brock, who was with Bari 
Grey's party to the far north, an of- 
ficial mailed report giving a further 
account of the trip, 

More attention is paid to that part 
of the trip from Winnipeg to. Nor- 
way House. There is a description of 
the St. Andrew's locks and of old Fort 
Garry ,which His Excellency suggests 
should be preserved by the nation as 
an historical monument. The detail- 
ed report is, however, but an elabora- 
tion of the story sent by wireless 
telegraph from Indian Harbor. 

Mr. George Grey, a cousin of His 
Excellency, who was with the party, 
injured his leg while struggling with 
a pike and was lame for the rest of 
the journey. 

’ The Trip from Churchill, 

The more important portion of the 
report deals with the trip out from 
Churchill Harbor, which is described 
as a natural harbor shut in by pro- 
jJecting rocky points. The run to the 
straits was without incident. On Mon- 
day, August, 27th, the party left Bur- 
well and steamed out into the Atlan- 


tic. On the Labrador coast stops were 
made at Okaka and Indian Harbor, 
one of the Grenfell missions, 
Professor Brock concludes’ with 
interesting comments as to the feasi- 
bility of the Hudson Bay route,. He 
“The trip through the Hudson 


and Hudson Straits was as pleas- 
ant as a summer sail on the Atlantic. 
One might have been cruising onthe 
Solent. Certainly if one did not know 
he could never guess he was in what 
has been more or less popularly re- 
garded as a Polar sea. We fell into 
the habit of speaking of it as the 
Mediterranean,

May Lengthen Season, 
“When detailed charts are available, 
lights and wireless stations estaMlish- 
ed, currents and magnetism carefully 
studied, and when sailing masters are 
familiar with the route, the length 


of the season of navigation may pro- 
bably be lengthened at both ends. be- 
yond its present duration, which the 


consensus of opinion among those 
who have had experience in these wat- 
ters place at three anda half to four 
months from the middle of July to 
November. 

‘““There seems to be no inherent dif- 
ficulty in the way of. again utilizing, 
if necessary, the back door of Can- 
ada, through which, until the advent 
of the railways, the trade of the West 
was conducted. 

““TIt should be feasible to ship the 
eattle of the West in modern steam- 
ships over the route which, in the 
tiny sail boat of the eighteenth cen- 
tury the court ladies of Louis XIV. 
could travel on a pleasure excursion.”
